~ * Mill in Canada 


Construction of New~Flour™Mill at 
Calgary 

Rapid progress is being made in 
the construction of the new flour mill 
which is being erected in Calgary, 
Alberta, and which, when, completed, 
will be the largest in Canada, .and 
one of the most up-to-date mills on 
the American continent. 

Plans have been laid for a remark- 
able output of flour in the mills and 
storage of gfain in the elevators; The 
mill itself will be built in two units, 
one for the preparation of export 
flour, and the other for flour to be 
used-on the local, market.
